homez And how much itis the Duty and Intereſt of all good Men, for theſe Cauſes, and on 
this Occaſion, toimplore the Mercy, Favour and Bleſſing of Almighty G O D, for Preſervati- 
onof His Majeſtites Royal Perſon, and Direding, Allifting and Proſpering Him in all His 
Counſcls and Undertakings : And more eſpecially, that GOD would countenance and afhiſt 
Him in the preſent War, give Him Succeſs to His Arms by Sea and Land, and defeat all the 
Deſigns, Counſels and PraQices of Hisfecret and open Enemies, both at home and abroad, for 
the Preſervation of the True Proteſtant Religion, ſecuring the Safety of theſe Kingdoms, and 
the happy reſtoring the Peace of Exrope. And the Synod of Lothian and Tweeddale, now 
met at Edinburgh, havingmade Application to my Lord Commiſſioner for this end + There- 
fore His Majeſty,with Advice and Conſent of the ſaid Eſtates of Parliament, doth hereby Com- 
mand and Appoint, That the ſecond Thurſday of June next, being the thirteenth day of the 
ſaid Moneth, be ſet ' apart asa day of Solemn Faſting and Humiliation, for making Prayers 
and Supplications toGOD, for the ends above-mentioned; and that the ſaid day be Religiouſ- 
ly and Strialy Obſerved by all Perſons within this Kingdom - And Ordains all Miniſters to 
read theſe preſents publickly in their Congregations a S##day at leaſt before the ſaid ſecond 
Thurſday of June next, appointed for keeping the ſaid Faſt 3 Certifying ſuch of the Leidges 
who ſha)l not give due Obedience, or ſhall Contemn or Negle@ the Keeping and Obſerving 
the ſaid Day and Duties, that they ſhall be proceeded againſt by Fyning, not exceeding One 
hundred Pounds Scots Money: And Warrands and Commands the Sheriffs, Stewarts of Stews 
artries, Lords and Bailiies of Regalities, and their Deputs, Juſtices of Peace, Magiſtrats of 
Burghs within their ſeveral JuriſdiQions, to proceed againſt the Perſons guilty, and exat the 
Fines accordingly, to be applyed, the one balf to the Fudge, and the other half to the Poor of 
the Paroch : And certifying ſuch Miniſters as (hall fail in their Duty, in not Readipg this Pro. 
clamation,and obſerving the duties therein preſcribed, they ſhall be Proceſſed before the Lords 
of His Majeſties Privy Counci], And hereby requires all Sheriffs, Stewarts, Lords and Baillies 
of Regalities» and their Deputs, Juſtices of Peace, Magiſtrats of Burghs, and their Clerks, 
to make Report to the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, of theſe Mioiſters who ſhall fail 
of their Duty berein, And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed, and Publiſhed at the Mercat- - 
Croſs of Edinburgh,and hail remanent Mercat-Crofles of the Head-burghs of the ſeveral Shires 
and Stewartries within this Kingdom, that none may pretend Ignorance: And that Copies be 
diſpatched in the uſual manner, to the Sheriffs and Stewarts, Baillies of Regalities, or their 


Deputs, and Magiſtrats of Burghs y as likewiſe to all Miniſters, that they may ſeriouſly exhort 
all Perſons to a ſincere and devout Obſervance of the Premiſles,
